All of the factory 4a equipped with the zost modern netal-vorking machines, 
including German, American, English, and Swiss especial work benches. The 
machines are new and certainly atill serviceable, eren though the Soricts 
have not been careful in their ans of the wateriol at their disposal. Zhe 
new balldings have sky lights te provide better light. The plant hss threo 
feilway spars which are used to bring in ray materials, fuel (coal, peat), 
ona gascline (Treibeteff). The plant's owa power station, equipped with 
three steam turbo--generators, provides the necessary electricity for the 
anterprias. : 
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Proguotion: Before the war the Brbinek festery manmafactured fifteen engines 

& day; but. after the reconatraction, produstion difficulties limited outpat 

to only four pieces 2 day. In 1947 thie had been increased te elx eagines a 25X1 
day, and by the end of 1948 output reached ten pieces 

aday. § om plan envicloned a capacity of 25 engines a day by 19350. 


fhe factory manufactures all parts for the airplane engines. The most 
important item of production fe the large 2-cylinder radial engina, 
epproxiaately 1.60 meters high. fhe individual oyliniers ars about 30 to 
35 sentineters high and have a diameter of 15 centimeters. fhe plant ie 
also sald te be experimenting with the production of another faternal 
combustion engine, bes 
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Bybinek enterprise and seal aways presumably to other fectories. The 
final. iten on the work pregran of the enterprise ia the repair of old 
redial engines.
